ing, but final approval never 
seemed in serious jeopardy. 

Joe Ramia, whose Argyle 
Developments Inc. is be¬ 
hind the Nova Centre, said 
he wants the complex to fit 
into the surrounding area 
effortlessly despite the fact 
that it will take up two city 
blocks. 

“We want Argyle (Street) 
to be seamless on both sides 
of the street,” Ramia said. 

The complex will feature 
a hotel, an office and retail 
space, and a convention cen¬ 
tre. The original design plan 
was adjusted following a 
public consultation process 
that Ramia said was costly 
but ultimately helpful. 

Committee member 
Louis Lamoine and others 
worried that the side of 


the complex facing Market 
Street — which will house 
functional elements like 
loading bays — was in dan¬ 
ger of being a drab after¬ 
thought. 

“It feels like a back door, 
a back porch, and 1 think 
that’s a shame,” Lamoine 
said. 

Other members ques¬ 
tioned the developers about 
their commitment to fol¬ 
lowing through on prom¬ 
ised green spaces. 

There is also a two-week 
window for appeals of 
the committee’s decision, 
though Ramia said he didn’t 
expect that to slow down 
above-ground construction 
he hoped would begin “in 
less than a month.” 

Absent some sort of un¬ 
expected twist, it appears as 
though it’s full steam ahead 
for one of the biggest pro¬ 
jects downtown the city has 
ever seen. 

“This was a big hurdle to 
cross, essentially the final 
one, so we’re very happy,” 
Ramia said.

“It’s a great way to kind 
of feel... pride about the city 
and who we are,” Soward said 
Thursday. 

About 2.5 kilometres 
along Portland Street, Lake 
Banook, Sullivan’s Pond and 
Prince Albert Road will be 
closed from 12 to 4 p.m. Sun¬ 
day for dozens of activities 
such as Zumba, yoga, drum¬ 
ming, juggling, henna and a 
pig roast. 

Soward said Lake Banook 
activities have expanded this

free. 

There’s also a scavenger 
hunt through Portland Street 
businesses, a bubble bicycle, 
exercise classes and DJs along 
the route. 

The Multicultural Associa¬ 
tion of Nova Scotia is hosting a 
street party with dancing and 
music on Portland Street, and 
Halifax Regional Municipal¬ 
ity’s Bike Week is a partner. 

Soward said it all shows 
Switch is closer to becoming 
a summer staple. 

Soward said he would like 
to see HRM become more of a 
partner, because until now his 
group has had to track down 
grants and sponsors to cover 
the cost of road closures.

Search for missing man called off

The ground search for a mis¬ 
sing man has been called off 
affer dozens of people scoured 
Crystal Crescent Beach without 
finding any sign of the man. 

Halifax Regional Police 
Sgt. Christina Martin said 
the ground search for Walter 
Braimen, 62, was called off 
around 10 p.m. Thursday. 

Martin said Coast Guard 
ships and helicopters would 
continue to check the area 
periodically over the next 
couple of days. 

Braimen was last heard 



from at 11 a.m. Wednesday 
when he called a family mem¬ 
ber. His vehicle was found a 
couple of hours later at Ciystal 
Crescent Beach Provincial Park 
in Sambro, but there were no 
sightings of the man himself 
Halifax Regional Police Con¬ 
st. Bourdages said 150 search 
and rescue workers looked for 
Braimen overnight and new 
crews were brought in from or¬ 
ganizations across Nova Scotia 


Thursday morning. 

The Hafifax-area park was 
closed to the public all day as 
the searchers, helped by two 
helicopters and a Coast Guard 
ship, laboured to cover the 
“vast area.” 

“It’s a big area to cover ... 
it’s coastal as well,” Bourdages 
said. 

Bourdages said police “real¬ 
ly don’t know” what happened 
to Brannen, but do not believe 
he met with foul play. 

Police wifi now treat the file 
as a missing persons case. 

Brannen is described as a 
white man, 5’8, 175 pounds 
with short grey hair and beard. 
He was last seen wearing glass¬ 
es, a beige leather bomber-style 
jacket, a button-up shirt, blue 
jeans, black leather dress shoes 
and a black rimless baseball 
hat. 

Anyone who has seen 
Brannen since Wednesday 
morning or has information 
on his whereabouts is asked to 
contact police at 490-5020.

Judge hands lO-year 
sentence. Scott Jones 
says attack has shaken 
him “to the core.” 


Scott Jones faced the man 
who stabbed him and left 
him for dead on a New Glas¬ 
gow street last year, and for¬ 
gave him for the “devastat¬ 
ing” attack. 

The 28-year-old stabbing 
victim read his victim impact 
statement in Pictou Supreme 
Court Thursday during the 
sentencing of 20-year-old 
Shane Edward Matheson. 

“Shane, nothing can jus¬ 
tify what you have done, but 
1 forgive you for what you 
have,” said Jones. 

Jones said he suffers from 
chronic pain, ongoing infec¬ 


tions, depression and anxiety 
as a result of the stabbing. 

“This attack has shaken 
me to the core,” he said 
Matheson pleaded guilty 
to attempted murder in rela¬ 
tion to the attack on Jones, 
who is a well-known Pictou 
County musician. Matheson 
was sentenced to 10 years 
in prison with credit for one 
year of time served and must 
pay more than $11,000 in 
restitution to Jones. 

Matheson spoke directly 
to Jones during the hearing. 
“Mr. Jones, 1 am sorry 1 put 


you in that chair,” he said. “1 
didn’t know you and 1 don’t 
know why 1 did it. 1 apologize 
to your family and friends for 
putting you through this.” 

Defence lawyer Stephen 
Robertson said his client is 
truly remorseful for the at¬ 
tack, which happened last 
October. 

Justice Nick Scaravelli said 
he considered the fact that 
Matheson is remorseful and 
open to rehabilitation, but 
the attack has had a devastat¬ 
ing impact on the victim.

Province, teachers’ union 
c^ree to pension plan deal 


The teachers’ union in Nova 
Scotia has struck a deal with 
the provincial government that 
wiU see its members pay more 
into their pension plan. 

The government says the 
teachers’ contribution rate will 
increase by three percentage 
points and the disability pen¬ 
sion provisions wiU be moved 
from the pension plan to the 
teachers’ long-term disability 
insurance plan. 

President of the Nova Scotia 
Teachers Union Shelley Morse 
says the changes will ensure 
the plan’s long-term viability. 

The contribution rate in¬ 
crease will be spread over three 
years, with a one per cent in¬ 
crease beginning Aug. 1. 

The province and the union 



are joint trustees of the pen¬ 
sion plan, which has 31,262 
members. 

The $1.5-biUion pension 
plan is 75 per cent funded, 
and is currently able to meet 
its obhgations for payments to 
retirees, the Canadian press 


Public schools. Agreement 
will help Mi’kmaqstudents 
preserve their heritage 


The provincial education min¬ 
ister has signed a five-year 
agreement covering services 
and programs for Mi’kmaq 
students who attend pubhc 
schools. 

A release from the Depart¬ 
ment of Education and Early 
Childhood Development states 
the agreement, signed Thurs¬ 
day, supports Mi’kmaq learners 
who are members of Mi’kmaw 
Kina’matnewey and normally 
served under band schools 

In addition to providing 


guidehnes for programs and 
services, the agreement in¬ 
cludes payment procedures for 
tuition fees and ensures oppor¬ 
tunities for First Nations to par¬ 
ticipate in decisions affecting 
Mi’kmaq students who attend 
pubhc school. 

Mi’kmaw Kina’matnewey is 
an organization of chiefs, staff, 
parents and educators dedicat¬ 
ed to protecting the education 
and Mi’kmaw language rights 
of the Mi’kmaq people.

Premier commits to 
Boat Harbour cleanup 


Pulp mill leak. Province 
'sincere' but more info 
needed, McNeil says 


Nova Scotia’s premier reiterat¬ 
ed Thursday his government’s 
intention to clean up poUution 
in Pictou County’s Boat Har¬ 
bour as aboriginal protesters 
continued a blockade near a 
broken wastewater pipe lead¬ 
ing from the local paper mill. 

But Stephen McNeil also 
held his position that a cleanup 
can’t proceed imtil the prov¬ 
ince finds out exactly what’s in 
the effluent and gets a better 
idea on how much it would cost 
to remediate the site. 

“We’re sincere about fry¬ 
ing to deal with this issue and 
move forward on it but we 
need a starting point,” said Mc¬ 
Neil. “1 would have preferred 
that information was available, 
but it isn’t and we are acting 
appropriately.” 

The province has said the 
most recent data it has on the 
site dates back to 1995 and it 
has to be updated. 

McNeil’s comments come 
as protesters from the Pictou 
Landing First Nation vow to 
continue blocking access to the 
broken wastewater pipe lead¬ 
ing from the Northern Pulp 
paper mill imtil they get a com¬ 
mitment on a cleanup of Boat 
Harbour. 

The blockade went up 
Tuesday after the band council 



learned the pipe was leaking 
wastewater into wetlands and 
the nearby East River. 

McNeil said he imderstands 
the frustrations of the local 
commimity, given the promises 
that have been made by past 
governments. 

“1 don’t blame them for be¬ 
ing a bit skeptical because the 
histoiy has not been good,” 
McNeil said. 

McNeil said he has tried but 
not been in contact with Pictou 
Landing Chief Andrea Paul. 


Environment Minister 
Randy Delorey said an environ¬ 
mental cleanup crew has been 
given access to the leak site and 
a cleanup was underway. 

Delorey said he has spoken 
with Paul over the phone and 
is frying to arrange a meeting, 
although he won’t be travelling 
to the protest site. 

That response drew criti¬ 
cism from the Pictou East Pro¬ 
gressive Conservative member. 

“(Delorey) should be look¬ 
ing people in the face and 



explaining the plan to fix the 
situation,” said Tim Houston.

Developer Joe Ramia said 
the design changes were a re¬ 
sult of pubhc consultahon, but 
the judicial review filing alleges 
that the municipahty breached 
its own charter and bylaws, 
“acted unfairly, arbitrarily or in 
bad faith,” and “was biased in 
its decision-making.” 

Heritage Trust’s Phil Pacey 


said lawyers won’t meet on the 
issue unhl late Jrme or early 
July, but he was confident that 
a judge would agree with his 
group’s posihon. 

“I’m optimishc,” Pacey said. 
“We have strong ground to 
stand on.” 

Pacey cited several issues 
that he objected to with the 
convenhon centre’s design, 
chief among them a lack of 
realism in how the Nova Gentre 
will interact with the surround¬ 
ing area. “All of the mock-ups of 
the building are from the per- 
spechve of some area floahng 
in space,” he said. “We haven’t 
seen how it will compare to 
the rest of the area on a proper 
scale.” 

The Heritage Trust is not 
seeking to stop the project 
completely through an injunc- 
hon, just to reverse the changes 
that arose from the April 29 
meeting.

Pamela Lovelace said the 
next step is a “smarter ap¬ 
proach to taxation in Hali¬ 
fax.” 

Lovelace submitted a peti¬ 
tion to the UARB signed by 
more than 1,500 people angiy 


over the Hahfax Regional 
Water Commission (HRWC) 
bilhng non-customers for a 
stormwater service fee ap¬ 
proved last April. 

The new ratepayers are 
also unhappy with an appeal 
process in which homeowners 
had to prove they didn’t bene¬ 
fit from the service. 

On Wednesday, the utihty 
ruled that the onus was “in¬ 
correctly placed” on the resi¬ 
dent, who was required to pay 
for a professional engineer to 
assess their property. 

“1 am veiy pleased that the 
UARB said, ‘This is wrong and 
we’re going to fix it,”’ Lovelace 
said Thursday. 

Halifax Water has said the 
fee is not new, but states that 
residents in the urban core 
have been subsidizing storm¬ 
water infrastructure for years, 
while those in suburban and

rural areas used the system of 
ditches and culverts for free. 

Lovelace said charging non- 
HRWC customers for a service 
they don’t get is like an In¬ 
ternet provider saying, “You 
could have accessed our Wi-Fi, 
so you’re going to get a bill.” 

More than 2,800 residents 
have now appealed the fee. 

HRWC spokesman James 
Campbell said 95,000 people 
were billed, making the com¬ 
mission’s billing “pretty accur¬ 
ate.” 

Campbell said the water 
commission has until June 25 
to appeal the decision, and it’s 
“hard to say” what they will do.

Police m Quebec say they used 
intercepted BlackBeny com¬ 
munications to take down two 
alleged organized crime groups 
operating in the province. 

The RCMP said Thursday 
more than one million private 
messages were intercepted and 
analyzed as evidence as part of 
an operation dubbed Project 
Clemenza. 

Officials from the RCMP 
and Montreal Police said it is 
the first time this investigative 
technique has been used on 
such a large scale in a criminal 
investigation. 

“This is the most important 
interception of this kind per¬ 
formed as part of a major in¬ 
vestigation in North America.”

Canadians 
doing little 
to protect 
themselves 
when online 


Poll We value our 
privacy but aren't 
proactive in preserving it 


Canadians are more concerned 
about their online privacy than 
many of their global counter¬ 
parts and yet they’re also less 
likely to take proactive meas¬ 
ures to secure their personal 
information, suggests a new 
study. 

Nearly two-thirds of Can¬ 
adians polled said they believed 
they had less privacy onhne 
than they did a year ago, accord¬ 
ing to a report by the FT com¬ 
pany EMC, which conducted 
online surveys with 15,000 web 
users in 15 countries. 

Globally, the average was 59 
per cent. 

Canadians were the second- 
least likely to say that they’d be 
willing to trade some of their 
privacy for “easier access to 
information and knowledge,” 
behind only the German-bom 
respondents. 

About 85 per cent of the 
Canadians poUed said they be- 
heved it will become more drf 
ficult to cling onto a safe degree 
of privacy online in the next 
five years, versus 81 per cent of 


aU respondents. 

But Canadians admitted 
they could do more to protect 
themselves on the Internet. 

Nearly seven in 10 said they 
did not regularly change their 
online passwords, versus the 
overall average of 62 per cent. 

One in three said they didn’t 
wony about changing their 
privacy settings when joining 
social networks, which was in 
line with the global average. 

And about four in 10 said 
they didn’t have a password 
protecting their cellphone from 
being accessed, compared to 39 
per cent of aU the respondents. 

A majority of the poll’s re¬ 
spondents said they were un¬ 
satisfied with efibrts by their 
government leaders to help 
keep their data safe online. 

Just 41 per cent of those 
polled around the world said 
they thought their government 
was working hard enough to 
protect them online, while 45 
per cent of Canadians said the 
same. 

An overwhelming major¬ 
ity of Canadians, 92 per cent, 
said they beheved it should be 
against the law for Internet 
companies to sell their data 
without opt-in consent, while 
the global average was 87 per

Brad Pitt joined Angelina Jolie 
at a London summit on sexual 
violence Thursday, lending the 


couple’s star power to the cam¬ 
paign to end rape in war zones. 

The four-day London confer¬ 
ence is organized by British For¬ 
eign Secretaiy William Hague 
and Jolie, a United Nations spe¬ 
cial envoy. 

They hope representatives 
of the more than 100 countries 
present wiU back a new proto¬ 
col laying out how sexual vio¬ 
lence in conflict zones should 
be investigated and prosecuted. 


They say they want to end 
the “culture of impunity” for 
wartime sex crimes. 

Billed as the biggest-ever 
summit on the subject, the 
gathering has dravm diplomats, 
officials, charity representatives 
and survivors of wartime rape. 

Jobe said the meeting, 
which ends Friday, was being 
held “for aU the forgotten, hid¬ 
den survivors who have been 
made to feel ashamed or been 


abandoned.” 

“And for the children of 
rape — we want the whole 
world to hear their stories and 
understand that this injustice 
cannot be tolerated, and that 
sorrow and compassion are not 
enough,” she said. 

Hague and Jolie have made 
an odd but effective double act 
as they’ve campaigned against 
sexual violence for the past two

N.L. Sealers blame thick 
ice, blocked markets for

The Canadian Sealers As¬ 
sociation blames heavy sea 
ice and trade issues for a 
big drop in the commercial 
hunt off Newfoundland this 
spring. 

Executive director Frank 
Pinhorn says just fewer than 
55,000 harp seals were land¬ 
ed, compared to 91,000 last 
year and 69,000 in 2012. 

Pinhorn says about 65 
boats went out compared to 
45 the year before but many 
had trouble getting through 
unusually thick sea ice. 

He says the number of 
seals landed was far below 
the federal quota of 400,000 
while the price held steady 
at about $35 for the best 
pelts. 

The association is calling 
on Ottawa to more aggres¬ 
sively deal with seal prod¬ 
uct bans that block access 
to markets in several coun¬ 
tries.

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World Cup revelry matched by rage 



Turmoil in host cities. 

Black Bloc adherents 
infect crowd angered by 
billions spent on sport 


Protesters and Brazilian po¬ 
lice clashed in Sao Paulo, Rio 
de Janeiro and at least three 
other World Cup cities on 
Thursday, around the first 
match of soccer’s premier 
event. 

Just after the match 
started, about 300 protesters 
marched along Rio’s Copa- 
cabana beach to denounce 
lavish spending on a sports 
tournament in a nation with 
profound social needs. 

The protest was peaceful, 
but there were worries that 
could change as adherents 
to the anarchist “Black Bloc” 
tactic were seen in the crowd. 

Violence did break out 
elsewhere. 

In Sao Paulo, more than 
300 demonstrators gathered 
along a main highway lead¬ 
ing to the stadium. Some 
tried to block traffic, but po¬ 
lice repeatedly pushed them 


back using tear gas and stun 
grenades. 

A few protesters suffered 
injuries after being hit by 


rubber bullets, while others 
choked on tear gas. An Associ¬ 
ated Press photographer was 
injured in the leg after a stun 


grenade exploded near him. 
CNN reported on its website 
that two of its journalists 
were also injured.

on stadiums,” said student Ta- 
meres Mota, a protester at the 
Sao Paulo demonstration. 

Meanwhile, about 300 pro¬ 
testers gathered in central 
Rio de Janeiro; police took 
a few into custody. In Belo 
Horizonte, about 200 clashed 
with police, some smashing 
doors and windows. About 
1,000 gathered in Porto Ale¬ 
gre, with some breaking 
property and hurling stones, 
authorities said. Police scat¬ 
tered about 150 protesters in 
the capital city of Brasilia, ac¬ 
cording to a local newspaper.

U.S. drone attacks 
resume 

Missiles from U.S. drones 
slammed into militant hide¬ 
outs overnight in north¬ 
western Pakistan, killing 13 
suspected insurgents and 
marking the resumption of 
the CLA.-led program after 
a nearly six-month break, 
officials said Thursday. 

The strikes were swiftly 
condemned by the Pak¬ 


istani government, with the 
Foreign Ministry saying in 
a statement that they were 
a violation of Pakistan’s 
sovereignty and its territor¬ 
ial integrity. 

The strikes came just 
days after a five-hour siege 
of Pakistan’s busiest airport 
ended with 36 people, 
including ten militants, 
killed.

Their deaths drew world¬ 
wide attention in part because 
their final moments were cap¬ 
tured by security cameras.

The Israeli human rights 
group B’Tselem said at the 
time the teens posed no threat 
to soldiers, raising “grave sus¬ 
picions” that they were vic¬ 
tims of wilful shootings.

The retired high school 
histoiy teacher owned two 
dogs and fed area cats regu¬ 
larly, Santa Ana police Cpl. 
Anthony Bertagna said. 

Because her home was so 
full of debris, Corpin lived 
alone in a truck in her drive¬ 


way, Bertagna said. It took 
officials several hours to re¬ 
move Corpin’s body from the 
property because of the trash 
and overgrown plants. 

Over time, the hoarding 
and neglect at Corpin’s prop¬ 
erties prompted 26 contacts 
by Santa Ana city officials, 
city spokeswoman Tanya 
Lyon said. 

The city levied fines and 


warned Corpin about her 
properties’ poor condition, 
but she eventually refused 
to allow city officials on her 
properties, Lyon said. By mak¬ 
ing small changes, Corpin 
prevented the city from seek¬ 
ing a search warrant to per¬ 
form inspections.

World Cup visitors, welcome 
to Brazil, land of soccer, sun 
and sky-high prices. 

Unlike nearby Latin Amer¬ 
ican nations where a tourist’s 
U.S. dollar or European Union 
euro seemingly stretches for¬ 
ever, Brazil is astoundingly 
expensive. 

If one’s budget isn’t im¬ 
mediately busted by the 
flight or the hotel, it will soon 
be done in by the $10 US cai- 
pirinha cocktail and the $17 
cheeseburger. And those are 
the prices city-dwelling Bra¬ 
zilians saw even before the 
World Cup set off a new stan¬ 
dard of sticker shock. 

The dizzying prices are re¬ 
ferred to here as the “Custo 
Brasil,” or “Brazil Cost” — the 
mixture of high taxes and 
steep import tariffs, com¬ 
bined with bad infrastruc¬ 
ture, a dose of inefficiency

and a thick shot of bureau¬ 
cracy. 

Demand leading up to 
a big event like the World 
Cup naturally raises prices. 
But, since costs already were 
high to begin with, tourists 
should prepare to dig deeply 
into their wallets and not be 
too miffed to receive goods 
or services of inferior quality, 
said Rafael Alcadipani, a busi¬ 
ness administration professor 
at the Getulio Vargas Founda¬ 
tion, Brazil’s top think-tank. 

“Anything you buy in Bra¬ 


zil will be more expensive 
than in the United States or 
Europe, but the quality is go¬ 
ing to be worse,” he said. 

Hotel rates in many of the 
World Cup host cities more 
than doubled ahead of the 
tournament. Massachusetts- 
based TripAdvisor reports 
visitors to Rio will face the 
highest prices, with hotel 
rates averaging $445 per 
night. Even the more afford¬ 
able host cities will set trav¬ 
ellers back a good amount: 
$457 per day in Cuiaba and 
$477 in Sao Paulo. 

“The Cup prices are ridicu¬ 
lous. Eveiything shot up. The 
only thing you can buy in 
Brazil is a bikini, a cachaca 
(Brazilian sugar cane liquor) 
and a pair of Havaianas (san¬ 
dals),” said Gillian Santos, a 
Brazilian who now lives in 
Belgium, the associated press 


Will soccer 
outshine 
the protests? 


The sun rose Thursday on a 
tropical nation hosting its 
first World Cup in 64 years. 
Nearly half the world’s popu¬ 
lation, well over three billion 
spectators, are expected to 
watch soccer’s premier event 
and get a glimpse of the coun¬ 
try that in two years will host 
the Summer Olympics. 

But just hours before play 
was to begin, it still wasn’t 
clear which Brazil we would 
see. Would it be the irreverent 
nation known for its festive, 
freewheeling spirit? Or would 
it be the country that, for the 
past year, has been a hotbed 
of firry over poor public ser¬ 
vices, discontent over a polit¬ 
ical system widely viewed as 
corrupt, and deep anger over 
the $11.5 billion US spent on 
hosting the World Cup? 

“The world is going to see 
multitudes cheering for soc¬ 
cer — but also demanding 
that our country change,” 
Helen Santos, a school teach¬ 
er, said as she walked home 


in Rio de Janeiro. “The world 
needs to see that we’re a 
serious country. We’re not 
just a nation of soccer, but a 
country striving and demand¬ 
ing the government provide 
better education and health 
care. The world needs to see 
the reality of Brazil, not just 
the sport.” 

Street protests have less¬ 
ened in size since last year, 
when Brazilians staged rau¬ 
cous rallies against the gov¬ 
ernment, overshadowing the 
Confederations Cup soccer 
tournament. For two weeks, 
dozens of places were roiled 
by unrest. Whether Brazilians 
have moved past such disrup¬ 
tion is uncertain. 

“I hope the soccer out¬ 
shines the protests, but I also 
know there remains a climate 
of anger,” said Edson Carval¬ 
ho, an office assistant watch¬ 
ing 10 barefoot young men 
play a pick-up soccer match 
in Rio’s Botafogo neighbour¬ 
hood.

Governor Stephen Poloz 
believes Canadians will 
avoid a hard crash 


Bank of Canada governor Ste¬ 
phen Poloz still beheves the 
housing market is due for a soft 
landing but warns: Look out if 
it crashes. 

The central banker made 
the assessment after the re¬ 
lease of the latest semi-annual 
financial system review, a kind 
of stress test on financial weak 


spots that suggests a crash in 
Canada’s real estate market 
would have devastating impact 
on the economy. 

And such a crash could be 
triggered by a number of events 
— a recession that causes wide¬ 
spread unemployment, rising 
interest rates and even global 
shocks like failures in China’s 
opaque shadow banking sys¬ 
tem. All such events would 
dampen growth and cut de¬ 
mand and prices for Canadian 
resource exports. 

Still, Poloz told reporters at 
a news conference following 
the release of the report Thurs¬ 


day that he believes the worst 
won’t happen. 

“We stiU are pretty confi¬ 
dent ... that we wiU achieve a 
soft landing in housing,” he 
said. “It’s vulnerable but not 
risky.” 

Deputy governor Carolyn 
Wilkins says data backing the 
soft landing scenario includes 
a slowdown in housing starts, 
cooling in the construction 
of condos and the plateauing 
of household debt ratios, al¬ 
though at levels near those that 
existed prior to the U.S. melt¬ 
down in 2008.

make me laugh even though 
it is essentially a remake of 
the first film, with a few 
more Laurel and Hardy slap¬ 
stick gags and amped-up ex¬ 
plosions.

JMark: Richard, 1 liked this 
instalment way more than 
the previous outing. 

1 loved all the self-refer¬ 
ential gags, including the 
brilliant end-credits that 
hilariously make fun of the 
inevitable sequels that will 
follow.

They directed the first 
one, too, but they’ve grown 
more confident since their 
Lego JVlovie hit, which also 
tweaked the audience’s ex¬ 
pectations in a similar way.

The stuff that comes be¬ 
fore is amiable, relying on 
the JVIutt and Jeff chemistry 
of Hill and Tatum for laughs. 
It’s boisterous and aims to 
please, but best of all are 
the self-referential jokes. 


By clowning around 
about the difficulty in 
making the sequel better 
than the original, they’re 
winking at the audience, 
acknowledging that this is 
basically a spoof of Holly¬ 
wood sequels. 

It’s subversive, meta and 
kind of brilliant. 

JMB: Yep. Because 1 can see 
explosions and pratfalls in 
any “action comedy”; it’s 
the subversive stuff that 
makes this movie stand 
apart. 

The intergender fight 
sequence between Jonah 
Hill and Jillian Bell (who 
is incredible throughout 
the film) is as subversive a 
take on sexual politics and 


“rape culture” that you will 
ever find. 

It’s these kinds of scenes 
that kept me laughing 
through the picture.

Gosh! Ten years after 
cracking us up as 
Napoleon Dynamite, 
Jon Heder reflects 
on the movie that 
launched his career 


Of all the memorable lines 
in Napoleon Dynamite, the 
quirky comedy that introduced 
the world to “ligers” and “Vote 
for Pedro” T-shirts, there is one 
that gets hollered at star Jon He¬ 
der more than any other. 

“Tina, you fat lard, come get 
some dinner,” says Heder, easily 
adopting Napoleon’s indignant, 
breathy voice after all these 
years. 

The line — directed at his 
grandmother’s pet llama, Tina 
— perfectly captures the off¬ 
beat tone of the 2004 film. 

Made for just $400,000, the 
movie was picked up by Fox 
Searchlight and Paramount 
after premiering at the Sun¬ 
dance Film Festival and made 
$46 million worldwide. 

Heder, now 36, celebrated 
the film’s 10th anniversaiy this 
week with other cast members 
in Los Angeles, where a statue 
of Napoleon was rmveiled on 
the Fox Studios lot. In a phone 
interview with The Canadian 
Press, he said the film’s cult fol¬ 
lowing continues to this day. 

“I think people reaUy related 
to Napoleon, whether they felt 
like him growing up or knew 
someone like that,” he said. 
“Even though it’s kind of over- 
the-top and funny, he’s hying 
to get skills, he’s trying to fig¬ 


ure out what he’s good at and 
eveiyone can relate to that.” 

Ihe bizarre comedy set in a 
rural Idaho town follows Napo¬ 
leon, a frizzy-haired teenager 
with a permanent slack-jawed 
expression, and the unusual 
characters aroimd him: his 
shrimpy brother Kip; football- 
obsessed Uncle Rico; and shy, 
crafty friend Deb, played by 
Tina Majorino. 

Director Jared Hess took 
inspiration from his own rural 
upbringing while writing the 


frim with his wife, Jerusha. His 
brothers even worked at the 
chicken farm where Napoleon 
toils, and the Uama actually 
belonged to his mother — al¬ 
though her real name was 
Dolly, not Tina. 

“After the film screened for 
the first time at Sundance, my 
mom came up to me afterwards 
and said, ‘Well, that was a lot of 
embarrassing family material,”’ 
said Hess with a laugh. 

“The character of Napo¬ 
leon, especially — I come from 


a family of six boys and just 
about eveiything that is said in 
the film or happens in the film, 
my brothers either said or ex¬ 
perienced firsthand.” 

Hess wrote a short film fea¬ 
turing the Napoleon character 
about a year and a half before 
the feature. He was struggling 
to find the right actor to play 
the central role, before he re 
membered Heder from one of 
his classes at film school. 

“I acted out for him the 
voice and some of the manner-

isms of how he was supposed 
to sound and look, but then 
Jon took it and ... he just be¬ 
came the character and totally 
brought him to life,” Hess said. 

When Heder read the script 
for the short film, he said he 
immediately identified with 
the Napoleon character be¬ 
cause he also grew up in a big 
family of boys. 

“I got it right away,” Heder 
said. “I knew exactly who that 
person was because so much of 
Napoleon was in my yormger 
brothers and in myseff. We 
had veiy similar experiences. 
I loved it. I was like, ‘This is 
genius.’” 

Neither expected the film to 
go on to be a smash hit or at¬ 
tract a cult following that has 
lasted a decade. Heder, who 
later appeared in the WiU Fer¬ 
rell comedy Blades of Gloiy and 
Kristen Bell romance When In 
Rome, said that at first he strug¬ 
gled with the spotlight. 

“Getting recognized, I got 
used to it, but it was weird. It 
changed eveiything. I’ve for¬ 
ever got this thing — it can 
either be a cloud or a rainbow 
— just hovering over you that 
is the movie Napoleon Dyna¬ 
mite,” he said. 

Asked whether he ever gets 
tired of being so closely associ¬ 
ated with one character, Heder 
said: “I would, if I really didn’t 


like him. 

“But I love the movie. I’m 
so blessed that it was my first 
film,” he added. “It’s veiy close 
to my heart ... I was kind of 
moving on with my life (at that 
time). I got married. I was start¬ 
ing my career, and I couldn’t 
have asked for a better way to 
do it.” 

Over the years, the film has 
spurred countless fan tributes 
— a YouTube search for “Napo¬ 
leon Dynamite dance” reveals 
just how many people have 
dutifully learned and recreated 
Heder’s improvised boogie to 
Jamiroquai’s Ganned Heat. 

But Heder says the strangest 
fan request he ever received 
happened while he was speak¬ 
ing at a college several years 
ago. A fan wanted Heder to re¬ 
create a scene where Uncle Rico 
throws a steak at Napoleon’s 
head. 

“This kid came up with a 
steak and he wanted me to 
throw the steak at him as part 
of a retribution act for what 
Uncle Rico did to me,” recalled 
Heder. 

“So I got to throw a steak at 
someone and I nailed him and 
it felt great,” he said. 

“He loved it. Everybody 
was cheering him on. He 
felt like a rock star. I felt like 
a rock star. It was a win-win.”

Australian filmmaker David 
Michod made quite a first im¬ 
pression in Hollywood with his 
2010 debut, Animal Kingdom, 
so a lot of eyes were on him 
as he chose a followup. That 
choice is now here in the form 
of The Rover, a simple post- 
apocalyptic tale about a man 
(Guy Pearce) out for revenge 
against the guys who stole his 
car. 

Australia seems to lend itself 
to these post-apocalyptic 
settings. 

1 love this kind of movie, 
people stranded in a really 
inhospitable landscape. And 
in some ways it doesn’t get 
more inhospitable than 
Australia largely because 80 
per cent of the countiy is 
desert and there are so few 
people out there. It’s both 
epically beautiful and wholly 
terrifying when you’re out 
there, because you know that 
only a couple of little things 
would need to go wrong and 
you could die. For instance. 


New Zealand doesn’t really 
have any animals, so there’s 
lots of beautiful stuff to look 
at, but it also makes it a 
little bit dull. 1 realized how 
much 1 love roaming in the 
bush in Australia because of 
the fact that at any moment 
something that might kill 
you could pop out. 

Of course, in The Rover it’s 
more the people that might 


kill you. 

In a way, it’s a kind of geo¬ 
political inversion of the world 
in present day, because the 
world of The Rover in a way 
sort of exists on the planet 
today. It just happens to be in 
super-violent, resource-rich 
countries like Nigeria or West 
African states where there still 
is an infrastructure and official 
organization, but it’s just 
incredibly cutthroat, and there 


is violence bubbling imder the 
surface at all times. 

There is a sort of sense of 
anger threaded through this 
narrative. 

1 can’t remember at what 
point in the writing process 
this started to happen, but 
1 started to funnel a lot of 
my anger and despair into 
the world of the movie 
and specifically into Guy’s

character — anger at the 
willingness that the people 
today seem to have to just let 
the world fall into disrepair 
solely to service the rampant 
greed of a veiy small number 
of people. You look at the 
invasion of Iraq on a certain 
level, and it would seem to 
me that the only reason that 
administration embarked 
on that ludicrous endeavour 
was to enrich their friends. 

1 mean, to cause so much 
suffering in order to enrich 
a small number of people is 
pathologically evil. And it’s 
difficult, when you think 
about these things, not to get 
angry. 

1 love the simplicity of this 
story. 

This story was exciting to me 
because of its simplicity. 1 
was trying to figure out what 
kind of movie to make after 
“Animal Kingdom,” and 1 
decided 1 didn’t want to try 
to do something bigger and 


more sprawling than that 
one, because that one was a 
pretty unwieldy beast in it¬ 
self 1 thought 1 would go the 
other way and do something 
that was much leaner and 
elemental. The simplicity of 
Guy’s objective in the movie 
was one of the things that 
appealed to me. He has a 
veiy clear, simple kind of 
super-objective, which is to 
get his car back or seek ven¬ 
geance on the people who’ve 
taken it, but actually really 
for him the main objective 
for him is to find some 
reason to stay alive. For me, 
the movie opens with him 
sitting in his car contemplat¬ 
ing suicide. 

How much has Of Mice and 
Men come up while mak¬ 
ing this or promoting this? 
Because there are some 
similarities. 

1 did think about it a little bit, 
and once upon a time 1 did 
think about the character that 
Rob [Pattinson] plays as more 
of hTilking man-child than Rob 
is, and maybe a httle bit like 
the character in the Gormac 
McGarthy book “Ghild of God” 
— a sort of hulking simpleton.

'Just an honest 
person’ The neo-soul

Emotive British neo-soul sing¬ 
er Sam Smith recently opened 
up about his sexuality in an 
interview with Fader maga¬ 
zine, sending minor ripples 
through the broad pool of 
music press on both sides of 
the Atlantic. 

As Smith prepares to re¬ 
lease his spine-tingling debut, 
In the Lonely Hour, in North 
America this Tuesday, he ac¬ 
knowledges that he watched 
to see how his comment — 
that the album’s lovedrunk 
gut-punches were inspired by 
a guy he fell for last year who 
didn’t return his feehngs — 
would reverberate. 

“1 don’t read album re¬ 
views, but I’ve been reading 
the stories about my personal 
life — which is completely 
fine,” the 22-year-old said in 
a recent telephone interview 
from London. 

“1 was expecting it. 1 said 
what 1 said for a reason. And 
yeah, it’s interesting just to 
read, isn’t it? The whole past 
few years have been interest¬ 
ing, just to see what the world 
is like sometimes.” 

And in the hurricane of 
interviews and coverage, does 
Smith feel accurately por¬ 
trayed? 

“Oh, one million per cent,” 
he replied. “You’re getting my 
personality spot-on. 1 am high¬ 
ly emotional and also very lov¬ 
ing and caring and I’m just an 
honest person. 

“And 1 think people are 
feehng that honesty.” 

They’re certainly feeling 
some element of Smith’s for¬ 
ward-thinking sound, which 
marries his expressive, opu¬ 
lent vocals to elegantly un- 
comphcated backdrops, ran¬ 
ging from the dignified piano 
and strings of Stay With Me 
to the buoyant electronics of 
Money on My Mind. 

Both those tracks have 
topped the chart in the U.K. 
— and his Naughty Boy col¬ 
laboration La La La breathed 
the same rarefied air — while 
Stay With Me has chmbed to 
No. 10 in Canada, too. 

His success at home isn’t

necessarily surprising — he 
received both the BBC Sound 
of 2014 Award as well as the 
prestigious Brit Awards Crit¬ 
ics’ Choice trophy — but he’s 
stunned at the quick develop¬ 
ment of his career stateside, 
where Brit artists typically face 
a more arduous path to suc¬ 
cess. 

A goosebumpy choir-aided 
performance on Saturday 
Night Live in March certainly 
helped — Smith, by the way, 
says host Louis C.K. was “so 
lovely” — but there’s also 
the fact that Smith draws 
from predominantly North 
American influences, citing 
Etta James, Joni Mitchell and 
Beyonce (always Beyonce) as 
the artists he hstened to most 
while making his record. 

Still, Smith concedes that 


the attention is a little over¬ 
whelming. He’s only years 
removed from attending high 
school in the sleepy commuter 
town of Bishop’s Stortford. He 
moved to London at 18 and 
wrote his debut album two 
years later while mired in a 
deep funk. 

“(Life) was pretty lonely,” 
he said of first moving to the 
city. “London’s a big place. All 
my friends were back where 
I’d grown up in the countiy- 
side. And also 1 fell in love 
with someone who didn’t love 
me back when 1 wrote the al¬ 
bum — which probably made 
it easier to write music but 
harder to live life.” 

To Smith, unrequited love 
was largely unexplored terri- 
toiy in pop music. 

“1 feel hke there hasn’t 
been a body of work that’s 
really properly dealt with 
it head on in a simple pop 
way or a soulful way,” said 
Smith, who has perform¬ 
ances scheduled in Toronto 
and Vancouver in September.

Onions are a bit of a reflex buy 
for many. Eveiy time these 
people go to the grocer they 
always buy a bag of onions. 
They’re a kitchen staples so 
you must always be about 
to run out, right? It’s a good 
theoiy. But if that was the case, 
you wouldn’t currently have 
15 pormds of onions on the 
counter. 

That’s where this grill- 
friendly way of using a whole 
mess of caramelized onions 


comes in. The pizza is topped 
with onions and garlic, spiked 
with caraway seeds and golden

1. Set the pizza crust, in the 
bag, on the counter to come to 
room temperature.

Add onions and 
cook, stirring often, for 20 
minutes. Stir in raisins, garlic 
and caraway seeds, then cook 
another 3 minutes, or until on¬ 
ions are signiflcantiy reduced 
and caramelized. Stir in the red 
peppers, then transfer the mix¬ 
ture to a bowl and set aside.

3. When the onions are done, 
heat the griU to medium-high.

for carrying it to the griU. Have 
your remaining ingredients 
prepared, then bring eveiy- 
thing to the griU.

World Cup. Hosts open 
tournament with 3-1 
win; Croatia shaken by 
controversial penalty 


Neymar gave Brazil a winning 
start to its home World Cup, 
scoring twice to lead the host 
nation to an unconvincing 
3-1 victoiy over Croatia in the 
opening game on Thursday. 

In his 50th match with 
Brazil, the 22-year-old forward 
scored a goal in each half to 
help the hosts survive an early 
scare and escape disaster in 
front of a packed Itaquerao Sta¬ 
dium after Croatia had taken 
an early lead. 

Marcelo found his own 
net while trying to clear a low 
cross by Mca Ohc in the 11th 
minute, but Neymar then 
showed why the nation’s high 
hopes are all pinned on him. 

He equahzed in the 29th 
minute, clearing a defender in 
midfield before making a run 
toward the edge of the area 
and firing a perfectly placed 
low shot that went in off the 
post. 

The game turned on a con¬ 
troversial penalty awarded by 
Japanese referee Yuichi Nishi- 
mura in the 71st minute when 
striker Fred went down inside 
the area under minimal con¬ 
tact from defender Dejan Lov- 
ren. 

Neymar scored from the 
spot for his 33rd goal with 
Brazil. The Barcelona star got a 
standing ovation when he was 
substituted near the end of the 
match.

No team has ever come 
back from a 3-1 series 
deficit in an NBA final 


The San Antonio Spurs have 
three more chances to grab 
the championship trophy 
that slipped away last year. 

The way they’re domin¬ 
ating the Miami Heat, they 
might need just one. 

Kawhi Leonard had 20 
points and 14 rebounds, and 
the Spurs routed the Heat 
again, winning 107-86 on 
Thursday night to open a 
commanding 3-1 lead in the 
NBA Finals. 

The Spurs can win their 
fifth NBA championship with 
a victoiy at home in Game 5 
on Sunday and avenge their 
seven-game loss to Miami last 
year. And if the Heat are go¬ 
ing to deny them again, it will 
take the biggest comeback in 
NBA Finals histoiy. 

LeBron James tried to keep 
the Heat in it with 28 points 
and eight rebounds, but 
Dwyane Wade was just 1 of 10 
through three quarters and 
finished with 10 points. 

No team has overcome a 
3-1 deficit in the finals, and 
the way they were outclassed 
twice on their home fioor 
makes it hard to imagine the 
two-time champions being 
the first. 

Tony Parker added 19 
points, and Tim Duncan had 
10 points and 11 rebounds for 
the Spurs, who shot 57 per 
cent from the field. 

The Spurs lost twice in 
Miami to end last year’s 
finals, their only defeat in the 
championship round. They 
won their two games in South 
Florida this time by a com¬ 
bined 40 points. 

If this was the last home

game of the season in Miami, 
it looked and sounded noth¬ 
ing like the ones to end the 
last two years, which featured 
confetti falling and trophies 
raised. This one had the un¬ 
familiar sound of boos late 
in the first half and a chant 
of “Go Spurs Go!” with under 
three minutes left from the 
San Antonio fans who re¬ 
mained long after many of 
Miami’s had bolted. 

If the Heat force a Game 6, 
it would be in Miami Tuesday. 

The Heat had followed 
their last 13 post-season 
losses with a victoiy, but at 
the end of a fourth straight 
season that went the dis¬ 
tance, they might be out of 
gas. Miami seemed to lack 
the energy — or maybe effort 
— to defend San Antonio’s 
precision ball movement for 
the full 24 seconds, and time 
after time the Spurs ended up 
with a shot from somebody 
who didn’t have a defender 
nearby. 

It was another rough start 
for James, who battled cramps 
in Game 1, then left the court 
and briefiy returned to the 
locker-room midway through 
the first quarter Thursday. 

Under Gregg Popovich, the 
Spurs have won 15 of the 18 
best-of-seven series in which 
they led 2-1. The Heat hadn’t 
lost back-to-back games in the 
playoffs since dropping three 
straight against the Boston 
Geltics in the 2012 Eastern 
Gonference finals.
